We extract the following singular account of 
Dwarfs, from the Cab:nct of Natural History, pub- 
lished monthly in Philadelphia, by J. & T. Dough- 
ty. 
















Peter of Russia, in the year 1710, cele- 
brated a marriage of dwarfs. ‘This monarch, 
though raised by his native genius far above 
a barbarian, was, nevertheless, still many de- 
frees removed from actual refinement. His 
pleasures, therefore, were of the vulgar kind ; 
ad this was among the number. Upon a 
certain day, which he had ordered to be pro- 
chimed several months before, he invited the 
Whole body of his courtiers, and all the for- 
“gn ambassadors, to be present at the mar- 
mage of a pigmy man and woman. The 
Preparations for this wedding were not only 
very grand, but executed in a style of bar- 
berous ridicule. He ordered, that all the 

men and women, within two hundred 
miles, should repair to the capital ; and also 
msisted, that they should be present at the 
‘ceremony. For this purpose, he supplied 
them with proper vehicles ; but so contrived 
X that one horse was seen carrying a dozen 


Baby, having thus quitted the hard condi- 
tion of a peasant, to enjoy all the comforts 
and the conveniences of life, seemed to re-| 
ceive no alteration from his new way of liv-| 
ing, either in mind or person. [He preserved 
the goodness of his constitution till about the 
age of sixteen, but his body seemed to in- 
crease very slowly during the whole time ;

tolerable exactness, yet he could never re- 
member the figure, but while his dancing 
master stood by to direct his motions. Not- 
withstanding, a mind thus destitute of under- 
standing was not without its passions, anger 
and j ° 

At the age of sixteen, Baby was twenty- 
nine inches high; at this he rested ; but hav- 
ing thus arrived at his acme, the alterations 
of puberty, or rather, porters, of old age, 
came fast upon him. From being very beau- 
tiful, the poor little creature now became 
quite deformed ; his strength quite forsvok 
him ; his back bone to bend ; his head hung 
forward; his legs grew weak ; one of his 
shoulders turned awry, and his nose grew 
i jonably large. With his strength, 
his natural spirits also forsook him ; and,-by 
the time he was twenty, he wes grown fee- 
ble, decrepid, and marked with the strongest 
impression of old age. li had been before 
remarked by some, that he would die of old 
age before he arrived at thirty ; and, in fact, 
by the time he was twenty-two, he could 
scarcely walk a hundred paces, being worn 
with the multiplicity of his years, and bent 
under the burthen of protracted life. In this 
year he died; a ccld, attended with a slight 
fever, threw him into a kind of lethargy,

name of Francois Lolonnois, already so’ 
formidable on the Spanish Main and the isl- 
ands, now became a word of deeper horror, 
to the miserable settlers, who lived in contin- 
ual dread of a descent. 


The character of Montbar, the other 
French Bucanier formerly mentioned, is more 
romantic, if not more humane. He appears 
to have been one of those unhappy though 
detestable beings who are created with a rag- 
ing thirst for blood, and with whom cruelty is 
a passion and an appetite. Montbar was a 
geatleman of Languedoc, who, from’ reading 
in his youth of the horrible cruclties practised 

; by the Spaniards upon th: Mexicans and 
aribs, imbibed a hatred of the whole Span- 
ish nation, which possessed him like a phren-' 
zy. It is however somewhat strange that, 
the impulse which led thie sirgular person to 
join the ranks of the Bucaniers urged him to’ 
commission of worse cruclties than those, 
which he ted. His comrades were! 
often merciless from the lust of org? but 
Spanish bleed was the sole passion of Mom- 
bar. It is related by Raynal, that while at 
college, in acting the part of a Spaniard, he 
assaulted the youth who personated an indi- 
vidual of that hated nation with such fury 
that he had well nigh strangled him. His
